COUNCIL CHAMBER IS PUCE. 


Steps to Be Taken to Prov ide Trans­ 
portation to the Missouri Pa­ 


cific New Shops. 


Acting on the suggestions of the 
press of the city, Mayor J. L. Babcock 
today issued the following call for a 
mass meeting at the council chamber 
at 7:SO o’clock tomorrow night:

KILLED ON SUNDAY 


Junes M. Durrell, Scuth cf 
Greeii Rid g e. 


WENT OUT TO SHOOT A SKUNK 


Dead Body Was Found By Hia Two 
Little Sons Soon After He Had 
Left Family Residence. 


James M. Durrell, a farmer liv ing 
six miles southeast of Green Ridge, 
and who had been in poor health for 
some time past, was found dead by his 
two little sons, smne fifcy yards Dom 
the stable, between 3 and 4 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon, with a c h a i^ of 
shot in his left breast and an empty 
shotgun at his side. 
The family ccmMsted of Mr. Durrell, 
his wife and six c h lldr^ but all were 
away from home except Mr. Durrell 
and two little somi. 
Mr. Durrell remarked to the boys 
that he believ ed he would go out and 
shoot a skunk thi^ had for some time 
prov ed a source of annoyance, and, so 
saying, he selMl his gun uid 1 ^ the 
house. 
A few minutes later the boys heard 


Missouri Pacific passenger train No. 
1. due here at 2:25 p. m., was derailed 
at 9 :20 o’clock this morning, about a 
mile west of Kirkwood, or fourteen 
miles west of St. Louis. 
The tender of the engide jumped 
the track on account of 
the rails 
spreading, and the first four coaches 
went into the ditch, but remained in 
an upright position. 
The tender turned turtle, and Fire­ 
man Joseph McDaniels, of St. Louis, 
was caught underneath the tank, and 
it is reported that he was killed out­ 
right. 
The reports from Kirkwood 
sent 
to the 
company’s office here 
seem to indicate that McDaniels was 
seriously and perhaps fatally injured. 
So far as is known at the company's 
offices in this city, McDaniels was the 
only person injured. The portion of 
the train which remained on the track 
was taken back to Kirkwood and de­ 
toured westward from that point.

A DRUG WAS USED. 


Could Not Go to Sleep Without 
Chlorotorm. 


FOUND DEAD IN BED TODAY. 


"Aunt Mattie” Dorton, Colored, Who 
Waa Employed As a Cook By 
Mrs. Belle Asher. 


Mattie Dorton, a colored cook, aged 
about 55 years, and who had been em­ 
ployed for sev eral months at Mrs. 
Belle Asher’s boarding house, No. 314 
East Third street, was found dead in 
her bed this morning. 
Mattie Dorton was 
a chloroform 
fiend, and had become so accustomed 
to the use of the drug that she could 
not go to sleep at any time until she 
had saturated a cloth with chloroïorro 
and spread it ov er her face. Ev ery 
night she took her bottle of chloro­ 
form to bed with her, and in the af­ 
ternoon, when she desired to take a 
nap, she always had recourse to the 
drug to put her to sleep. 
At 5 o’clock this morning. Edith 
Garrett, a dining room girl, went to 
"Aunt Mattie’s” room to awaken her, 
and found the woman cold in death. 
Dr. W. S. Shirk and Coroner 
Guy 
Titsworth were called, and they were 
satisfied that death was caused by as­ 
phyxiation, resulting from an ov er­ 
dose of chloroform. 
Coroner Titsworth did not consider 
an inquest necessary, and he directed 
that the body be taken to McLaughlin 
Bros.' undertaking establishment and 
prepared for burial. 
The deceased formerly resided at 
Otterv ille, and her relativ es in that 
town hav e been notified of h ^ death, 
and when they arriv e here arrange­ 
ments wiU be made for the funeral 
and burial.

The steam 
and gases which arl>^ from the sticky

themselves into bubbles 
attaining the diameter of five or six 
feet, and sailing high up in the air 
like 
balloons, 
carried 
hither and 
thither by the wind and fina lly ex­ 
ploding with a loud crash. 
The biggest snow lake is seen from 
the summit of .^.ispar 
Pass, in the 
Karakoran Range. 
It is more than 
300 square miles in area. 
In Switzer­ 
land the sea of ice might better be 
called the sea of snow, as the surface 
is broken up by 
solar 
heat, which 
makes a minute Assuring in the ice, 
giving it the appearance of snow'. 
There is a huge natural magnet in 
Tpper Burmah, India, covered w'ith 
great blocks of iron ore- which tiav- 
elers notice has 
a 
tremendous at­ 
traction which renders compasses and 
w'atches useless. 
In Spain there is a 
spring of water said to cure lovesick 
people. 
Another queer spring is situated in 
Mexico, the waters of which cure alco­ 
holic cravings, so the legend runs. 
Hinter mountain, near Ft. Davis, Tex., 
produces an effect which would coun­ 
teract the good 
work done by the 
Mexican spring, with none of the evil 
effects. 
People go up this mountain 
and they suddenly become conscious 
of a sort of anaesthetic which takes 
possession of them and makes them 
act as if intoxicated. 
If a traveler 
reaches the top he staggers like an 
old toper, and many have been knowm 
to fall In a stupor on the rocks. This 
mountain has a following, whim re­ 
turns season after season to enjoy 
this harmless dissipation.
